intends to keep “his” Jews’ 
well isolated from the rest) 
of the world.

war. Enlightened opinion 


has shown many times in 
the past that open injus- 
tice to the Jews does not 
leave the world at large 
unstirred.

maintained by the British 
administratien. 

Similarly, there are 


no 
restaurants and food for the 
members of the conference 
was produced almost entirely 
from tins imported from 
England. Despite the heat 
and the humidity, every 
breakfast had an English 
menu of porridge, bacon and 
eggs, and the vegetable dish 


at the main meals was in- 
variably tinned Brussels 
sprouts. Nigeria exports 
| Oranges but the Nigerian 


prefers te eat his oranges 
sliced. out of tins exported 
to him from Europe. The 
country’s main cash erops 
are cocoa and palm oil. : 

The tribe remains Nigeria’s 
fundamental social, politieal 
and land-owning whit, - and 
mest of the regionai and 
local government is done by 
chieftains.
